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_Jjof Fire turns once round in about twenty-five 
i8 ; Days. This is known by a Number of dufky 
pots, which appear upon the Sun’s Face, fo 
as to be feen fometimes with the naked Eye, 
when he (hines through a thin Cloud or Mift $ 
but are always obfervable with the Help of a 
Teiefcope, with a dark Glafs for the Security 
of the Eye. Thefe Spots could not be vifible 
at the Diftance of the Sun, if they were not 
as large as the whole Earth 5 but fuch of them 
as appear of a confid-nble Breadth, as they of- 
ten do, mud be ftill vaftly larger. They ne- 
ver continue long to make the fame Appear-, 
ance 5 but are always rifing and vanifliing a- 
^igain. They are probably Exhalations floating 
in the Sun’s Atmofphere at fame Diftance from 
his Body, or Mafies of Cynaer fallen from 
th^t Atmofphere upon his Surface. 

This glorious Luminary, the Centre of our 
Syftem, has fix opaque Globes, commonly 
9 called the Planet9, going round him at differ- 
ent Diftances, and in d fferent Periods, but all 
from Weft to Eaft, as follows. 

I. Mercury , a Body conftderably inferior in 
S : ze to the Earth, performs his Courfe in a- 
bout three Months, which is his Year, at the 
Diftance of thirty Millions of Miles from the 
ifijSun.
